Immobilisation of 
the Car

T HE Department of Defence recently has 


should motor cars, 
allowed to fali into enemy hands. If possible, 
they should be handed over to our own 
forces; if that cannot be done, they should 
be rendered useless by essential parts being 
destroyed or hidden Ir time allows, they 
should .be completely dismantled and the 
parts, such as wheels, engines, etc., hidden 
or destroyed.’’ 

In Great Britain an order has been made 
by the Minister of Home Security regarding 
the immobilisation of motor vehicles, dnd the 
Royal Automobile Club has issued a series 
of suggestions for securing this immobilisa- 
tion. ‘hese suggestions do not go so far as 
recommending ihe destruction of essential 
parts, there being an,obvious expectancy that 
the owner of the vehicle will resume motor- 
ing at some stage after the enemy has passed 
or been pushed back. 

To immobilise a car the R.A.C, suggests : 
Passing a stout chain through one of the 
front wheels, round the spring and securing 
with a padlock ; locking the accelerator or 
clutch pedals, or both, to the floorboards Ly 
means of a steel loop or padlock; removing 
one or more of the most accessible sparking 

ugs; fitting a switch in the low tension 
ead in a secret and ‘concealed position, the 
switch to be locked by a key which cannot 
be removed; removing the distributor arm 
or the high tension lead between the coil and 
distributor. : 

For immobilising a motor cycle the R.A.C. 
suggests locking one of the road wheels with 
a chain and padlock, or removing one of the 
sparking plugs. 

T may seem simple sorts of precautions, 
They would serve all right in the initial 
stages of an invasion, but if the invader 
settles down in one’s district padlocks and 
chains and missing sparking plugs are not 

ing to prevent him for long from having 
the use of any car or cycle. 


Drastic Method 


HE LInght Car, in an article on this 

i guestion of the immobilisation of motor 

vehicles states that a drastic method is 

nec in an extreme emergency. It re- 

commends the removal of the distributor it- 
self, complete and as a unit. 

“This, it proceeds, ' would take longer 
than merely slipping off the rotor, but it 
would be a matter of only an additional two 
or three minutes, if all owners were shown 
exactly how to do it. An issue of such vital 
importance demands urgent and immediate 
action. It calls for the individual instruction 
of every motorist in the exact procedure to 
be adopted in removing the distributor. Such 
instruction could be given by - arrangement 
either at local garages or by house-to-house 
visits by ex “oes 

Another article in Jhe Light Car deals 
with secret switch schemes. ' One taps the 
wire which leads from the terminal C.B. on 
the coil to the terminal on the contact 
breaker. The tapping,” it states, “ should 
be at some point that is not easily visible 
when the bonnet is raised, and it should be 
taken to a switch through which it can be 
connected to earth. The latter can be an 
additional fitment purchased for a few pence 
and mounted in some secret position known 
only to the driver. An alternative 1s to use 
one of the several built-in switches which 
have been made unnecessary by war-time re- 
gulations.’’

MINISTRY PLAN FOR 
IRISH FRUIT

The Irish apple at last is to be given a 
real chance in the world market. ireland 
produce, as acceptable an eating apple as can 
be desired, but the marketing has been 
haphasard and defective, and apples to the 
value of £145,000 were actually imported into 
this country in 1938. 

The Minister íor Agriculture has now 
introduced a marketing scheme which will 
remedy such an unsatistactory state of affairs, 
Under a Departmenta! proposal it is laid 
down that certain standards of grading for 
cooking and eating apples must Fe adhered 
te—three grades of eating and two 

es of cooking apples. Ail apples must 
be marketed in boxes of a specified kind, and 
if all condition ar: complied with the goods 
will be given an official cachet. 

The Minister is having a ' national mark’’ 
registered, and this mark will be a sign that 
quality is guaranteed and that ite assurance 
may be take. on trust wherever the goods are 
offered. Growers and people engaged in 
marketing the fruit who agree to comply 
with the specified conditions alone will be 
allowed to use this guarantee or “ national 
mark.” 

Boxes for eating apples can be made for a 
shilling each, an. five-stone boxes for cooking 
— will not cost more than 1s. 5d. a box. 

A specially devised label will be affixed to 
each box as a guarantee of the contents. 
As soon as the apples are packed the boxes 
will be inspected by the local Instructor of 
Agriculture or by some other competent 

erson, and when he is satisfied he will put 

is signature on the label, and no apples will 
be marketed under the scheme until the label 
has been endorsed and dated by the inspect- 
authority. 
ree containers are authorised—a half- 
bushel box for eating apples, a bushel box 
for eating and cooking apples, and a new five- 
stone box for cooking varieties.
